We .sr,. liy ol lu.'r lelegrallls tlint llip IjesI 
uinlerstaiidiiig e.xisl.s hetween the l'',iii 
poroi-auf Russia und Uerinany, lliat the 
Czar is about to puy hia iieighhor, the 
young Kmperor, a visit: that Kraiiue is 
peuccfill, and that Italy has no desire 
for war. Hiit we see nothing about any 
cessation of warliUe ])i (!p:iratioii». Xol 
a word is aaid nbuut any of the 
great powers Icsseiiiiig tlieir military 
eatablislinients to tlie slightest ex- 
tent. On tho ' contrary . word cornea 
tons that those armaments are being 
slrengthent'd in various ways, and thai 
Kurope keeps it.self ready for war iit a 
inoineiit's iioticu. 'J'liis is not u aeiisa- 
tloiiul view of the condition of Kiirupe. 
Cool iiiid dispassionate observers, wlm 
liave every opportunity of seeing -what 
ia going on, come to |)reci«ely the .same 
concluHion as the ino.st sensatioiial of 
newspaper eorrespondeiits. This 
wliat Jlr. Lavcleye, one of tlie most 
piiiloBophical and beat-informed c' Ku- 
rojiciin pitblioista, saya iiljotit tlio sitiia- 
tioii In the October niiinher of the 
Forum. 

"Every ono is coiiviiieed," he .says, 
"that lit any moineiit so liorrilile a war 
may break out tliutall other wai-a, oven 
tliat of secesaion in Aiuurluu, will be but 
cliild'a play iy coinpurisoii. 'J'lie udver- 
saries which wo foresee obliged to take 
up arms, Htixsia and Finiice on the one 
sidti, (ierniany, Austria and Italy on the 
other, will bi iii)^ seven inDIiona of tnuii 
bn the ballhflii'lil, willift fcaervo of ten 
millions. By means of tliu rapid concen- 
tration leiidoi eJ possible by tliu railways 
we ahall wiliiesM, oven during thu Hrst 
few days, two oollisloiiii, oue in 



the east, the other in the west, in wliioli 
throe millions of human beings will_ bu 
eiiun struggling together, for T>i>tli sides 
will endeavor to crush their oneuiy un- 
der the uttaok of innumerable mil sses. 
f\'o struCeKiat, not even Moltko himsi^lfi 
can forsoo what* Biich a conflict ahall be 
like; all we can say is that the number 
of killed tind •wouniled -wrill, in one day, 
surpass tiiat of an entire %var of former 
times. Human blood will nover iiiivo 
soaked tlie oiirth in stieh streams." 

This ia a dreadful picture, ond what 
makes it more impressive is that 110 ono 
knows wliorii or how soon it may be a 
iiorrible reality. 

A WORKINO SCIENTIST. 

I'Misou has just returned from Eu- 
rope. The savants of the. old worlil wol- 
Gomod liiin cordially. They know Iiow 
much ho has done for the industrial 
wi^rld and how much for scieiice. Tlie 
jiliilosoplnus wore Hurpriaed to linil the 
gi.iut electrician HO unlike thenist'lves. 
I'Mison i.s a mail who owes very Utile to 
the schools, lie ia un indefatigable stu- 
dent, but the collei;e be works in ia n 
bigger 0110 than was ever fouiiilud by the 
wisdom and liberality of goveriiiiients 
ilikI cliurclies, or Ihe generosity of iiidi- 
vi.hials. His Kclioul has been the world 
and Nature has been his teacher. Me 
bus beeii unnblo to scparutu practiue 
from theory. He is a w-orkor ua well lis 
a dreaii.er. lie has had wonderful 
dieains, but he iliti aoinetliiiig more 
lliaii record tliein in order that other 
(ilher men might iciliiL-e them topraclice. 
He hiiiiscll gavo form and shape in sub- 
stantial material to his airy visions. 
He is a lioriiy-handeil scientist, 
a aavaiit who is more at liniin- 
ill Ihe woikslio|i than lie is in tin- stmly. 
Tlie Kiimiieaii stnileuts and prolessnis 
and doctors of this that ami the other, 
were struck with the ditlerence between 
Kdiaon and themselves. He said to an 
Amerimiit interviewer : " Thu scien- 
tific men Aliioad welB greatly surprized 
that 1 ■was not more of a scientist in the 
higher sense iif tlu^ phrase. They 
i-iiiilil not iiiiclerslaiid that I am lu'lueeii 
tlie scieiitilic man and the piililic." It 
seems to us that Edison iinderestiiimtcs 
liimacif. Ho is a scientific mnn. A 
man iiiiaeiiuaiiited with sc-ieiiee a mere 
mechanical adapter of other iiieii'.s 
knowledge -could not possibly do the 
things tliiiL he lias done and tiiat In- 
proiKisca doing. His peculiarity i.s thai 
be is iidt content with knowing; lie 
inual ho also doing. His last project 
presupposes an extent aii<l variety of 
tliooretical knowledge of wliieli ihe 
mosl learned of the savants iiiiglil be 
proud. Ir is to inv(!iit a de- 
vice to attach to the teleplioiie 
that will enable the seiuler and the re- 
etaver of a mcssagts to see as well as to 
hear each other. It is bard to imagine 
the aniountof knowlcdgcof varioiiskinds 
that a man must possess who nndertaUes 
to perform what to ordinary peciple ap- 
pears to be so near a miracle with any- 
iliiiig like a prospect of success. How 
MKiiiy men are there who pnss forphilo- 
stiphers who have any idea of the pos- 
.--ibility of working snch a wonder'; 

.Mr. Kilisou said to the same inter- 
viewer : "I dill not ri>e<-i\ <• any valuabk' 
suggesliona that 1 know of in electricity 
over there." It ia not likely that he 
would. The probability is tliat he 
knows more about electricity, its nature 
and its possibilities, than any other liv- 
ing inaii. He, no doubt , eoiilil teaeli 
I he l'illlo|ie:ili .si 'icli t i.st s nui'.-ll aliiiut 
idectricity, hut it ia not likely that any 
of them could enlighten bim on . the 
braiicli of science, which he has made 
t he study of his life time. Edisou is 
appreciated in Europe. He said to the 
interviewer :

I wuH mado a Coiiimander,.j the highest 
title they'<wnfer on/forei^ers.,' I liave 
attended more dinners' since I left these 
shores than In rty whole previous exist- 
ence. I hitveu't hiul time to think iinrdly 
since I landed in Europe, ^^y mind 
has been in a constant whirl. The I'ai is 
Exposition ia simply bewilih-riiig. If 
the Americans hope to surpass liny will 
have to gi-l fo work ami never loiler. 

"Al I'lciilelbvrg till- Cennaii ,'\ssi.cia-

dinner, at whieli were I.L'llllgncsts. The

most henelicciit cotinolls that over met 
in any age of the world. When it ia 
coiiaidiircd how the people of 12uropu 
are btinloiied with tuNea to keep up liii- 
inonse military and navul c«tabliali- 



inents, how men of all claasea are 
forced to spcnil some of the best years of 
their Uvea in learning the ait of war, 
anil how the peiiceful population 
of every nation ia exposed to the hor- 
rois andthelosscsof war, the assoiiibliige 
of men which can keep tliesu evils from 
till! .■\moriean continent, north and 
si.iilh, must be hinked upon as con- 
ferring blessings of uiiLold value on a 
largo proportion of the human race. As 
long as the confuruneo endeavors to ac- 
compliah the ends proposed by Mr. 
ISIaiiie, there will be nothing but good 
M oula for it from all ijuarteiu. 

There was a suspicion that the 
A iiierieaiia would endeavor to gel from 
tbo nations represented in it, Ity diplo- 
macy mid .scheming,' a commercial pnsi- 
tiiiii, which they liave mil been able 
to gain by fair and open eoiiipel il ion. 
It may be that this suspicion is groiind 
less, und if Mr. Hlaine mntiDS what he 
suys, it certainly is. Aa our neighhoi s 
have learned to their - cost, it is inipos. 
sible tb divert trade from' its natural 
ehannels.aml it may be that .Mr. lilaiiie, 
knowing this, will make a virtue of 
necessity, and not try lo unduly in- 
lliieiice the members of the Congie.-s in 
favor of^tlie United .States in the way of 
trade. .1
